Conversion report on 
issue coming this fail 
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Six years ago this month, the 
Armdale rotaiy was turned into 
a roundabout. 

Last week, municipal staff 
were asked by HRM’s transpor¬ 
tation committee to look into 
the effectiveness of the switch. 

“We’ll look at how the vol¬ 
umes have changed on the 
roads going into and out, how 
many go into the circle itself 
and colhsion histoiy,” said Dave 
McCusker, manager of strategic 
transportation planning for 
HRM. 

Since 1955, motorists had 
alternated in the rotary, but 
on Jime 28, 2006, they were 
expected to treat it as a traffic 
circle, where the vehicle al¬ 
ready in the circle has the right 
of way. It was a chaotic day, but 
there were surprisingly few, if 
any, fender-benders. 

“We beheve it’s been suc¬ 
cessful,” McCusker said. “We 
did some computer simula¬ 
tions before the project was de¬ 
signed, and the computer simu¬ 
lations are pretty close to what 
we see happening now, so it is 
able to move more vehicles.” 

In May 2010, council ap¬ 
proved roundabouts in prin¬ 
ciple as another tool for traf-

fic planners. The province 
has given wide acceptance 
to roimdabouts and installed 
them in several spots over the 
past few years. 

In Jime 2010, North End 
coimciUor Jerry Blumenthal 
asked coimcil to drop the 
idea of a roimdabout on Duf- 
fus Street, Novalea Drive and 
Devonshire Avenue, due to a 
neighbourhood outcry. Coimcil 
agreed. 

“Intersections are still be¬ 
ing looked at, particularly ones 
that are coming up for rehabili¬ 
tation because they’re in bad 
physical shape,” McCusker 
said. “The possibility of doing a 
roimdabout is explored as part 
of that.”

Municipal staff 
want more 
money for asset¬ 
monitoring 
program 

Municipal staff are asking 
Halifax regional council to 
approve another $700,000 
for HRM’s enterprise-asset- 
management project. 

If approved, the extra 
funding would bring the 
price tag for the project — 
designed to track the state 
of municipal infrastruc¬ 
ture — up to a total of 
$3.95 milhon. 

The Enterprise Asset 
Management Roadmap 
was undertaken by muni¬ 
cipal staff in October 2011 
in an effort to identify 
the state of repair of the 
municipality’s roughly $5 
billion in assets. 

Council had previously 
approved $3.25 million 
over four years for the pro¬ 
ject. But staff warn that, 
because the estimated cost 
of the project was submit¬ 
ted before the scope was 
clear, the projection could 
jump to over $5.2 million 
by 2015. 

“These amounts are 
preliminary and intended 
to be upper end costs for 
budget purposes, but are 
in hne with what other 
municipalities have experi¬ 
enced,” the staff report, 
coming before council on 
Tuesday, reads. 

The information from 
this roadmap is useful, the 
report states, in making 
decisions about where to 
invest HRM’s hmited infra¬ 
structure funding. 

“(It) requires a balanced 
approach... between 
timely infrastructure in¬ 
vestments on good assets 
and timely infrastructure 
investments on poor 
assets,” states the report. 
“If too much is spent on 
assets that are in the worst 
condition, assets that are 
in better condition would 
deteriorate until they 
become more costly to 
upgrade.”

HRM. Federal 
government needs to 
address funding gap, 
says Mayor Peter Kelly 


Infrastructure concerns are 
top of mind for Halifax region¬ 
al council as they prepare for 
the annual conference of the 
Union of Nova Scotia Munici- 
pahties. 

A staff report coming before 
council Tuesday recommends 
three resolutions for the muni¬ 
cipality to bring before UNSM 
in September — and all three 
deal, in one way or another, 
with infrastructure. 

The first points out a gap 
between what HRM spends 
on infrastructure renewal — 
keeping buildings and roads in

“Currently HRM budgets 
between $65 (milhon) and $84 
milhon annually for renewal, 
but at least $95 milhon is need¬ 
ed annually to maintain and 
halt the decline of assets,” the 
report reads. “The (new federal 
long-term infrastructure plan) 
will need to address the infra¬ 
structure gap municipahties 
face in order to ensure safe, re- 


hable and adequate infrastruc¬ 
ture for residents.” 

Another resolution address¬ 
es the administration of the 
previous federal infrastructure 
plan, the oft-cited Canadian 
Economic Action Plan. Accord¬ 
ing to Mayor Peter Kelly, Hah- 
fax would benefit from more 
flexibility in how it can use 
federal infrastructure money. 

“Not every municipality has 


the same needs,” said Kehy 

“There has to be a degree of 
flexibihty to allow them to ad¬ 
dress their individual issues.” 

The staff report also notes 
the CEAP regulations were not 
in place in Feb. 2009, when 
the funding was announced, 
and that delay cost the muni¬ 
cipality an entire construction 
season. 

The final resolution deals 
with new federal regula¬ 
tions surrounding water and 
wastewater systems. Kelly 
had raised the alarm years 
ago that those upgrades 
could cost the municipality 
hundreds of millions. The 
resolution states municipal¬ 
ities have no way to fund the 
upgrades, and calls on Ottawa 
to develop a national strategy 
and funding system.

Ruling. Feds must fork 
out more for historic sites 





The federal gov¬ 
ernment will 
have to dig into 
its pockets and 
pay more in mu¬ 
nicipal taxes for 
historic sites, 
following a Su¬ 
preme Court de¬ 
cision rendered 
Friday. 

The country’s 
top court has sid¬ 
ed with the City 
of Halifax, against the fed¬ 
eral government, in a tax 
case involving the Citadel 
Hill site. 

The case has repercus¬ 
sions on other municipal¬ 
ities with historic sites. 

Halifax values the Cita¬ 
del land at $42 million, 
which is eight times more 
than the federal evaluation. 
That’s because Ottawa says 
the lion’s share of the land 
is only worth $10, since it 
has no commercial value. 


The court rejected that 
argument. It has sent the 
file back to the Department 
of Public Works and asked 
it to come up with a more 
equitable valuation. 

“It can hardly be thought 
either fair or equitable 
to conclude that 42 acres 
in the middle of a major 
metropolitan centre has no 
value for assessment pur¬ 
poses,” the court judgment 
says.

Newton got himself tested 
and was diagnosed with pros¬ 
tate cancer at age 70, but he

hasn’t let that slow him down. 

Surroimded by his kids, 
grandchildren and his wife Jean 
— a 15-member-strong team 
who call themselves Team New¬ 
ton — the 79-year-old crossed 


the finish line at his fifth Pros¬ 
tate Cancer Canada Network 
Father’s Day Wall^un Sun¬ 
day after a 2.5-kilometre trek 
aroimd downtown Halifax. 

“I keep telling these fellas, 
‘Get checked,” said Newton, 
gesturing to the men around 
Mm. “They’re getting old 
enough, and if you don’t, you’d 
never know there’s anything 
wrong.” 

Newton was one of over 300 
people who participated in the 
event, wMch raised $57,500 for 
prostate-cancer research, treat¬ 
ment and awareness. 

Peter Malette, Atlantic re¬ 


gion executive director for 
PCCN, said he hopes the an¬ 
nual event, held on Father’s 
day in 15 cities across Canada, 
will make prostate cancer syn¬ 
onymous with the holiday. 

“We want to own Father’s 
Day. That’s what we ultimately 
want to do,” he said. 

Malette, a cancer survivor 
himself, said PCCN hopes to 
make men more comfortable 
discussing Prostate cancer and 
to encourage them to see their 
doctors once they turn 40. 

The cancer is easy to treat 
with surgery, he said, but only 
if it’s detected early on.

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Fraud chaises. Dates 

for trial in Zinck case 
to be set next month 


Transition. New advisor 
appointed for beleaguered 
Queens County 


The lawyer for a Dartmouth 
politician facing fraud-related 
charges in the province’s spend¬ 
ing scandal says his preliminary 
hearing has wrapped up and it 
may be a year before the case 
goes to trial. 

Lyle Howe says the inquiry 
involving Trevor Zinck, an In¬ 
dependent member of the legis¬ 
lature, concluded in Halifax 
provincial court on Friday The 
case will move to the Supreme 
Court of Nova Scotia in July to 
set dates for future hearings. 

Zinck is accused of theft 
over $5,000, fraud over $5,000 
and breach of trust. 

Evidence from the hearing 
is banned from publication to 
protect his right to a fair trial. 


Zinck is one of four Nova 
Scotia pohticians charged after 
an investigation into constitu¬ 
ency allowance spending. 

Dave Wilson, the former 
Liberal MLA from Glace Bay, 
pleaded guilty to fraudulent ex¬ 
pense claims totalling $61,000 
to support his gambling addic¬ 
tion. He was sentenced to nine 
months in jail. 

Richard Hurlburt, the for¬ 
mer Toiy MLA who became the 
face of the expense scandal, has 
also pleaded guilty. He will be 
sentenced on July 5. 

Former Liberal Russell 
MacKinnon has pleaded not 
guilty to his charges. His trial 
is scheduled to begin in March

A longtime government and 
business leader has been 
tapped by Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter to figure out just what to do 
about Queens County. 

Ron Smith, who has worked 
in senior positions for Emera 
and Aliant Telecom, has ac¬ 
cepted a role as “transition ad¬ 
visor” for the region. 

Smith, who currently sits 
on the board of the Nova Scotia 
Jobs Fimd (formerly the Indus¬ 
trial Expansion Fimd) and Nova 
Scotia Business Inc., will be 
tasked with supporting Queens 
Coimty through a time of “ad¬ 
justment and renewal,” accord¬ 
ing to the Premier’s Ofiice. 

“Today we need to move for¬ 
ward, and having Ron share in 
our effort is an important first 
step for the people of Queens 
County to plan their ovm des¬ 
tiny and look for a better path 
forward,” Dexter said in state¬ 
ment Simday 

That “renewal” has yet to be 
seen, but the “adjustment” is 
real enough. 

On Friday, Bowater Mersey 
owners Resolute Forest Prod¬ 
ucts (formerly AbitibiBowater) 
aimoimced that the miU would 
be shut down indefinitely. Ap¬ 
proximately 320 people will be

affected by the decision. 

The Dexter government 
had attempted to prop up the 
mill — and their estimate of 
2,000 jobs that benefit from its 
operation — in December. The 
NDP paid Resolute more than 
$23 million for a large swath 
of land owned by the company, 
and provided money for train¬ 
ing and capital upgrades. 

While $605,000 of the train¬ 
ing money has been spent, Dex¬ 
ter confirmed on Thursday that 
the capital money has yet to be 
drawn down. 

Dexter defended the bail¬ 
out package — worth approxi¬ 
mately $50 million in total — 
last week. “What would you 
do? You’re going to walk away 
from the jobs of thousands of 
people? I think that would just 
be wrong,” he told reporters.

Rodney King, tlie black motor¬ 
ist whose 1991 videotaped beat¬ 
ing by Los Angeles police offi¬ 
cers was the touchstone for one 
of the most destructive race 
riots in U.S. history, was foimd 
at the bottom of his swimming 
pool early Simday and later pro- 
noimced dead. He was 47. 

King’s fiancee called police 
at 5:25 a.m. to report that she 
foimd him in the pool at their 
home in Rialto, Calif, pohce Lt. 
Dean Hardin said. 

Officers arrived to find King 
in the deep end of the pool and 
pulled him out. 

King was unresponsive, and 
officers began resuscitation ef¬ 
forts imtil paramedics arrived. 
King was taken to the hospital, 
where he was pronounced dead 
at 6:11 a.m.. 

Police Capt. Randy De Anda 


said King had been by the pool 
throughout the early morning 
and had been talking to his 
fiancee, who was inside the 
home at the time. A statement 
from police said the prelimin¬ 


ary investigation indicates a 
drowning, with no signs of foul 
play. De Anda said there were 
no alcoholic beverages or para- 
phemaha foimd near the pool. 

Authorities didn’t identify 


the fiancee. King earlier said he 
was engaged to Cynthia Kelley, 
one of the jurors in the civil- 
rights case that gave King $3.8 
million in damages.

Iconicrace 
riots of *92 

The 1992 riots, which were 
set off by the acquittals of 
the officers who beat King, 
lasted three days and left 
55 people dead, more than 
2,000 injured and swaths of 
Los Angeles on fire. At the 
height of the violence. King 
pleaded on television: “Can 
we all get along?” 

King, then 25, was 
stopped for speeding on a 
darkened street on March 
3,1991. Four Los Angeles 
police officers hit him more 
than 50 times with their 
batons, kicked him and shot 
him with stun guns. 

A man who had quietly 
stepped outside his home 
to observe the commotion 
videotaped most of it and 
turned a copy over to a TV 
station. It was played over 


and over for the following 
year, inflaming racial ten¬ 
sions across the country. 

It seemed that the 
videotape would be the key 
evidence to a guilty verdict 
against the officers, whose 
trial was moved to the pre¬ 
dominantly white suburb of 
Simi Valley, Calif. Instead, on 
April 29,1992, a jury ivith 
no black members acquit¬ 
ted three of the officers; a 
mistrial was declared for a 
fourth. 

Violence erupted im¬ 
mediately, starting in South 
Los Angeles. 

Police, seemingly caught 
off-guard, were quickly 
outnumbered by rioters and 
retreated. As the uprising 
spread to the city’s Kore- 
atown area, shop owners 
armed themselves and en¬ 
gaged in running gun battles 
with looters.

UN calls for evacuations 
in Syria’s hardest-hit areas 



The head of the UN observers’ 
mission in S3n4a demanded 
Sunday that warring parties al¬ 
low the evacuation of women, 
children, elderly and sick 
people endangered by fighting 
in the besieged city of Homs 
and other combat zones. 

Maj. Gen. Robert Mood said 
the observers had been trying 
for the past week to bring out 
families and wounded trapped 
in Homs by heavy shelling of 
rebel-held areas. The offensive 
is part of a broader push by 


President Bashar Assad’s forces 
to regain rebel-held villages and 
towns throughout the country. 

UN “attempts to extract 
civilians from the line of fire 
over the past week have been 
unsuccessful,” Mood said in a 
statement. 

On Saturday, the UN said 
its 300 observers were sus¬ 
pending all missions because 
of concerns for their safety, 
but the monitors said they 
were remaining in Damascus. 
A UN official said Sunday that 


a team of observers had left 
for Homs, hoping to evacuate 
civihans. He said the mission 
was approved by the S 3 n:ian 
government. But the fighting 
never eased enough to allow 
the evacuations. The activist 
group S 3 n:ian Observatory for 
Human Rights said at least 
eight soldiers were shot and 
killed in one rebel attack, and 
some 30 Syrian civihans and 
rebels were killed across the 
country Sunday.

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Church attacks. Religious 
tensions heighten after 
21 killed in Nigeria 


Three suicide-bomb attacks 
on churches rocked the north¬ 
ern Nigerian state of Kadima 
on Simday, killing at least 21 
people and woimding about 
100, officials said, inciting pro¬ 
tests in a state that has been 
strained by religious tensions. 

The first two blasts took 
place within minutes of each 
other and targeted two church¬ 
es in the city of Zaria, said Ka¬ 
dima State police chief Moham¬ 
med Abubakar Jinjiri. A third 
blast hit a church in the city 
of Kaduna about half an hour 
later, Jinjiri said. 

Jinjiri said security at the 
churches prevented the bomb¬ 
ers from ramming explosive¬ 
laden cars into the buildings 
filled with worshippers. “If not 
for security, there would have 
been many more casualties,” 
he said. 

Violence against Christian 
houses of worship is on the rise 
in Nigeria, prompting churches 
in the country’s predominantly 
Mushm nortii to boost their 
security in a nation of more 
than 160 million people almost 
equally divided between Mus¬ 
lims and Christians. 

The Nigerian Red Cross said 
Sunday that young people had 
started protesting in Kaduna,

leading the state government 
to impose a 24-hour curfew. 

BiUows of smoke could be 
seen over a mosque in a pre¬ 
dominantly Christian part of 
the city. People had mounted 
illegal roadblocks and were 
harassing motorists. A motor¬ 
cycle rider in that same neigh¬ 
bourhood lay seriously hurt 
and bleeding by the roadside. 
Motorcyclists are often pre¬ 
sumed to be Muslim and be¬ 
come easy targets during re¬ 
prisal attacks by Christians. 

Jinjiri declined to say who 
police suspected might be re¬ 
sponsible, though a radical 
Islamist sect known as Boko 
Haram has claimed similar 
church attacks in the past.

Swedish zookeeper mauled 
to death by pack of wolves 



Reason for attack 
unknown. Such 
incidents are rare but 
not all that surprising, 
expert says 


A zoo worker in Sweden’s 
largest zoo has died after 
being attacked by wolves in 
their enclosure, media re¬ 
ports said on Sunday. 

Mats Hoggren, animal dir¬ 
ector of the Kolmarden Wild¬ 
life Park near Stockholm, 
said the experienced 30-year- 
old woman was by herself in 
the pen when the attack oc¬ 
curred on Sunday morning, 
and that zoo workers often 
enter the area alone. 

The enclosure reportedly 
contains eight wolves. Park 
workers realized something 
had gone wrong when their 
colleague failed to maintain 
radio contact. 

The Aftonbladet daily 
quoted Hoggren as saying 
zoo workers and paramedics 
entered the pen after form¬ 
ing a human chain and arm¬ 
ing one person, but it was 


too late. 

“Such an event is very 
rare, but it can happen. Ani¬ 


mals living in zoos aren’t 
afraid of humans and acci¬ 
dents can happen,” wolf ex¬ 


pert Olof Lidberg, told Swed¬ 
ish press agency TT.

Inspectors with Ontario’s 
Ministry of Labour spent 
Saturday combing through 
the wreckage of a stage that 
collapsed earlier in the day 
during setup for a Radiohead 
concert in Toronto. 

They’re trying to find 
out what caused the stage 
to come crashing down on 
a handful of workers, kill¬ 
ing one and injuring three 
others. 

The falling debris crushed 
Scott Johnson, a drum tech¬ 
nician in his 30s, whom the 
band called “a highly skilled 
and valued member” of its 
road crew.

life-threatening injuries is do¬ 
ing “much better” in hospital. 

Ministry spokesman Matt 
Blajer says the massive struc¬ 
ture is “still fairly unstable” 
and work is underway to 
make it safe. 

He says investigators are 
looking to see whether safety 
regulations and standards 
were followed and staff were 


properly trained. 

He says the investigation is 
“fairly complex” and it could 
take some time to figure out 
exactly what happened. 

The sold-out show was 
cancelled before it even 
began, forcing ticketholders 
— many of them from out of 
town — to turn back. 

There have been a number 
of stage collapses in recent 
years. 

Six people died last August 
when the stage fell at a con¬ 
cert in Indianapolis, and five 
died when a storm toppled a 
stage at a festival in Belgium. 

Several people were hurt 
when the stage went down at 
Bluesfest in Ottawa last July 
and one person died in 2009 
when a windstorm collapsed 
the stage at the Big Valley 
Jamboree in Alberta. 

Radiohead said they will 
“miss” Johnson. “He was a 
lovely man, always positive, 
supportive and fonny,” the 
band said. “Our thoughts and 
love are with Scott’s family.”

Strange circumstances 


Two Quebec 
sisters found 
dead in Thailand 

A maid found two sisters 
from Quebec dead inside 
their hotel room on a 
popular resort island in 
southern Thailand, police 
confirmed Sunday, 

Officials say the 
women did not appear to 
have been murdered and 
their belongings had not 
been taken. 

Police were working 
to determine the cause of 
death of Noemi Belanger, 
26, and her sister Audrey 
Belanger, 20, whose bod¬ 
ies were found Friday at 
the Phi Phi Palm Resi¬ 
dence Hotel on Phi Phi 
Island, said police Lt. Col. 
Jongrak Pimthong. 

“Police determined 
they were dead for about 
24 hours prior to that and 
only found a lot of vomit 
in the room,” he said. 

The vomit, along with 
traces of blood on the 
women’s face, could be 
signs of a toxic reaction, 
police said. 

“There (were) neither 
signs of fighting nor rob¬ 
bery, but we found many 
kinds of over-the-counter 
drugs.”

Israel was forcing 120 South 
Sudanese to leave the coun¬ 
try on Sunday, starting what 
could develop into depor¬ 
tation of thousands of un¬ 
authorized African migrants 
who have poured into the 
Jewish state. 

Some 60,000 impover¬ 
ished Africans, most from Eri¬ 
trea and Sudan, have slipped 
into Israel across its southern 
border with Eg 3 ^t since 2005, 
fleeing repressive regimes 
and seeking work. 

The influx has caused fric¬ 
tion with Israeli locals, and 



several incidents recently 
turned violent. 

Authorities, alarmed by 
the swelling numbers, say 
the migrants are a burden on 
the economy and threaten 


to undermine Israel’s Jewish 
character. 

Facing a public uproar, 
the government launched a 
campaign last week to round 
up and expel migrants from 
South Sudan and other coun¬ 
tries that have friendly rela¬ 
tions with Israel, and there¬ 
fore would be expected to 
treat returning citizens well. 
Israel is offering a monetary 
incentive to migrants to leave 
voluntarily. 

In all, it hopes to expel 
4,500 Africans. 

The operation would only 
make a small dent in the total 
number of migrants. Under 
an international treaty, Israel 
cannot deport those from 
Sudan, an enemy state, or 
to Eritrea, a country with a 
miserable human rights rec¬ 
ord, because they could face 
harm if they return to their 
homelands.

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Arbitrator sides 
with Air Canada 
in contract dispute 


Collective agreement. 

The deal maintains 
the defined-benefit

A long-standing labour dis¬ 
pute between Air Canada and 
its unionized repair and ramp 
crews came to an end Simday 
when a federal arbitrator sided 
with the coimtiy’s largest car¬ 
rier and selected its final ofier to 
establish a collective agreement. 

The new five-year deal 
marks an end to 14 months 
of negotiations and mediated 
talks between the Montreal- 
based airhne and the Inter¬ 
national Association of Machin¬ 
ists and Aerospace Workers. 


Priority 


Air Canada has been 
engaged in an often-bitter 
labour dispute with most of 
its unionized employees in 
recent months. 


• The resolution of 
outstanding labour 
contracts is being seen 
as significant as it could 
decide Air Canada's abil¬ 
ity to launch a low-cost 
carrier — currently a top 
priority at the airline. 

It also means there is only 
one of the airhne’s major 
unions that is still without a col¬ 
lective agreement. The airline’s 
3,000 pilots are stiU in the pro¬ 
cess of working through their 
dispute with a federal arbitra¬ 
tor. The threat of a lockout of 
pilots, and a strike notice from 


the Machinists, had prompted 
the federal government to 
intervene with back-to-work 
legislation in both disputes. 
The law ahowed federally ap¬ 
pointed arbitrators to impose 
settlements within 90 days. 

The deal imposed by arbitra¬ 
tor Michel Picher on Simday 
maintains the current defined- 
benefit pension plan for cur¬ 
rent employees but includes 
pension changes for any new 
hires. It also contributes to the 
reduction of the pension deficit 
and estabhshes a protocol for 
the sustainability of the pen¬ 
sion plan, taking into account 
any short-term fimding pres¬ 
sures on the company, a state¬ 
ment from the airline said. 

“The airline will not have 
further comment as details of 
the new collective agreement 
are being communicated to its 
employees,” the airline said.

Let’s start at the apogee of his political life — winning 
the leadership of the Progressive Conservative party on 
May 31, 2003. He only won because of a secret-handshake 
“gentlemen’s agreement” with rival David Orchard in 
which he promised, among other things, not to merge the 
party with Stephen Harper’s right-wing Canadian Alliance.

Created and written by 
Hollywood heavyweight Aaron 
Sorldn (The West Wing), The 
Newsroom explores the ma¬ 
chinations of mainstream 
media — in particular, a bom¬ 
bastic but highly-respected cable 
news anchor. 

In the style of classic mov¬ 


ies like Broadcast News or 
Network, The Newsroom also 
embraces the trappings of con¬ 
ventional cable television — a 
sentimental experiment given 
Sorldn’s most recent success 
with his Oscar-winning film The 
Social Network. 

“People are nostalgic about 
not necessarily broadcast news 
the way it was done before. 
They’re nostalgic about some¬ 
one telling them the truth with¬ 
out spinning it,” explained Dan¬ 
iels. “I’ve said that people are 
going to watch this and either 
jump out of their Barcalounger 
going, ‘Hell, yeah’... or throw a 
beer at the TV screen.”

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Travolta returns to big screen amid scandal 


Back in the spotlight. 

Will the veteran 
actor address recent 
allegations as he does 
the press rounds for 
new Oliver Stone film? 


John Travolta will soon be 
back on the big screen, but 
weeks of negative headbnes 


have focused on his personal 
life and not on the return of 
one of Holl 3 ^ood’s top stars. 

Travolta plays a corrupt 
drug enforcement administra¬ 
tion agent in Savages, an Oli¬ 
ver Stone film about a war be¬ 
tween marijuana growers and 
a Mexican drug cartel. It’s the 
charismatic bad-guy role that 
has kept Travolta popular in 
his later career, although he 
is not considered one of the 
film’s lead actors. 


The two-time Oscar nom¬ 
inee is expected to face the 
media for the first time since 
the headlines broke, as he 
begins doing publicity for the 
movie with selected TV out¬ 
lets. 

A source familiar with the 
production of Savages told 
The Associated Press that Tra¬ 
volta’s recent PR difficulties 
have not altered his pubhcity 
schedule or marketing of the 
film. The source, who was not 


authorized to speak publicly, 
said Travolta was doing the 
same amount of interviews as 
the film’s other stars, which 
include Benicio del Toro and 
Salma Hayek. 

Travolta’s first film since 
2010 comes less than two 
months after the actor was ac¬ 
cused in a lawsuit of groping 
two masseurs. The case quick¬ 
ly umavelled after Travolta’s 
attorney discredited one of 
the anon 5 mious accusers by

showing the actor was across 
the country on the day of one 
of the alleged incidents. 

Yet the suit was widely re¬ 
ported by both mainstream 
and tabloid media and subse¬ 
quent stories have focused on 
Travolta’s sexuality. The actor 
hasn’t directly addressed the 
claims, but his representatives 
have steadfastly denied them. 

Whether any of this im¬ 
pacts Savages remains to be 
seen, but several experts said 
the allegations are unlikely 
to hurt the film or Travolta’s 
career. 

Robert Marich, author of 
Marketing to Moviegoers, 
said the murky nature of the 
allegations against Travolta 
means he’ll probably get the 
benefit of the doubt. “In these 
situations, the public is very 
forgiving to stars,” Marich 
said. “I don’t see any negative 
reaction.” 

He said the film’s publicity 
may be fragmented as a re¬ 
sult of the allegations, which 
doesn’t benefit the studio, but 
he noted publicity is a film’s 
most unpredictable element. 
News outlets “can go off the 
studio script,” he said, creat¬ 
ing a difficult situation. 

Savages is being distrib¬ 
uted by Universal Pictures, 
which, hke most studios, 
seeks to closely manage media 
coverage of its debuting films. 


The Travolta situation isn’t 
unique in Holl 5 ^ood. Mel Gib¬ 
son’s last film. The Beaver, was 
released while he was battling 
domestic violence allegations 
and embroiled in a bitter cus¬ 
tody battle. In 2010, Lindsay 
Lohan missed the publicity 
period — and red carpet — for 
her supporting role in the film 
Machete due to problems with 
her probation. 

Hugh Grant’s arrest for 
lewd conduct with a prosti¬ 
tute a couple weeks before the 
release of the 1995 film Nine 
Months was especially dicey. 
Grant surprised many by 
keeping his previously sched¬ 
uled appearances, apologizing 
and appearing humbled. The 
damage control helped pre¬ 
serve his fledgling career in 
the U.S. 

Travolta’s career has seen 
its share of struggles and 
comebacks. He has two other 
film projects in the works 
after Savages, making it un¬ 
likely he’ll disappear from 
the public eye or from venues 
where uncomfortable ques¬ 
tions will be asked. 

“Moviegoers think they 
have their personal relation¬ 
ship with the talent that’s 
based on what’s on screen,” 
said Marich. “They don’t ex¬ 
pect Holl 5 ^ood figures to be 
saints.”

Figures from Statistics 
Canada reveal a steady 
increase in the number 
of stay-at-home dads in 
recent years. 

Last year, the majority of 
the 2.7 million couples 
with at least one child 
under i 6 living at home 
were dual-earners. But 
one in five of those fam¬ 
ilies had one employed 
parent and one stay-at- 
home parent. 

Of those, 12 per cent, or 
about 61,000 families, 
saw the man stay home. 
That was up from lO per 
cent in 2006, seven per 
cent in 1996 and four per 
cent in 1986.

Debate. It isn’t quite 
mommy wars, but 
there are issues for 
men who stay home 
with their children 


Whether they say it out loud 
or acknowledge it at all, that 
work-home divide traditionally 
reserved for the mommy wars 
can also rear between dads who 
go off to the office every day 
and the kind in the trenches 
with the kids. 

There are boimd to be rifts, 
given the growing league of 
dads staying home at least part- 
time. But do the paths of work 
dads and home dads intertwine 
enough to make them care 


quite so deeply as the ladies? 
How exactly are they perceived 
by each other? 

“To be a stay-at-home dad 
requires a lot of confidence 
in who you are,” said Paxton 
Helms, 41, in Washington. 

He became one about four 
years ago, when his daughter 
was three months old. A son 
followed and he now takes 
part-time contracts as an inter¬ 
national development consult¬ 
ant, with flexible hours. “The 
strangest thing that ever hap¬ 
pened to me as a (stay-at-home 
dad) was riding on the Metro 
with both my kids and a guy 
asking me, ‘So where’s Mom?’ 
1 couldn’t even think why in 
the world somebody would be 
asking me that question, so 1 
couldn’t even muster an an¬ 


swer,” he said. 

SUSPICION OVER WIVES, 
LAYOFFS 

Other at-home dads worry 
about jealousy from working 
brethren. Or suspicion that 
they’re out of work. And dads 
on both sides of the divide re¬ 
port the occasional cold shoul¬ 
der. “It seems that they try 
to avoid me or don’t want to 
talk about what fife is hke for 
them,” said dad-of-one Donald 
DeLong, 55, a Bloomfield Town¬ 
ship, Mich., an attorney who 
acknowledges a “deeply rooted 
need to work and earn a living.” 

“When I do talk to them, 
the topics stay guy-safe. That is, 
sports, cars. After all we’re both 
still guys.” 

Other at-home dads, those 
by choice or pushed out of 


the job market, said they’ve 
endured some snark, but they 
consider it more of a dad-on- 
dad discomfort than a divide. 

Martin Weckerlein, 33, is 
among them. He simply doesn’t 
have the time to care. 

“When I’m with other dads 
who are my age, they tend to be 
pretty accepting and even curi¬ 
ous as to how that works that 
we can afford me staying home, 
what I do during the day with 
the kids, and they say it must 
be nice to have that time,” he 
said. 

THE STEREOTYPES 

Yes, Mr. Mom comes up, the 
newest iteration in the shape of 
Chris Rock and his goofy band 
of dads with infants strapped 
to their chests in the movie 
What to Expect When You’re 


Expecting. 

“I hate that phrase Mr. 
Mom. I can’t imagine my wife 
going into the office and saying, 
‘Hi everyone, it’s Mrs. Dad,”’ 
said Dan Zevin, a humourist, at- 
home dad to two. 

The number of at-home dads 
who are primary caregivers for 
their children reached nearly 
two million in 2010, or one in 
15 fathers, according to one 
estimate. A1 Watts, president of 
the National At-Home Dad Net¬ 
work, believes a more accurate 
coimt is about seven millions. 
That amoimts to one-third of 
married fathers in the U.S. 

Most, he said, want to be 
there, as opposed to the kind 
who never thought about it 
until the axe fell on their ca¬ 
reers. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

What can I do with old BBQ 
propane tanks? 

Luke of Toronto 

We’re well into barbecue 
season, something you’ll 
know if you’ve made the 
annual mistake of running 
out of propane. 

Propane tanks are refill- 
able but sometimes you 
might need to get rid of an 
old one. 

If so, remember that 
they are recyclable. 

In Toronto, propane 
tanks are considered house¬ 
hold hazardous waste, so 
check out Toronto.ca/gar- 
bage to find a drop-off depot 
near you. 

Expired refillable pro¬ 
pane tanks can be taken 
to most landfills, transfer 
stations, and many propane 
dealers. The tanks must be 
empty. 

Unfortunately, non- 
refillable, single-use tanks 
like those camping propane 
containers are no longer ac¬ 
cepted at most landfills and 
transfer stations. 

It turns out that it’s too 
difficult and expensive to re¬ 
cycle them — something to 


consider if you’re upgrading 
to a new model of a camp¬ 
ing stove. 

Some metal recyclers 
take disposable propane 
tanks, but they should 
be empty with the valves 
removed. 

If you haven’t already, 
make the switch to refill- 
able propane tanks. 

And never place a pres¬ 
surized container into your 
garbage. When getting 
your barbecue ready for the 
season, why not clean the 
grill with some simple eco¬ 


friendly ingredients? 

Once a year, remove the 
grill from the barbecue, 
sprinkle baking soda or 
washing soda all over the 
grates, and then immerse it 
in a tub of warm water. 

Note: washing soda is 
more caustic then baking 
soda, so you might want to 
use gloves. 

Soak the grill overnight, 
if possible. Scrub it with a 
sponge and give it a final 
wash with hquid Castile 
soap or eco-friendly dish 
soap. Rinse and diy.

“But 1 think everybody’s 
going to be nervous, and you 
just have to have the best 
race you can — or best two 
races, preferably.” 

As de Jonge notes, he’ll 
have to win two races, not 
one. The qualifying process 
begins with heats, semi¬ 
finals and a final. The win¬ 
ner of the final then has 
two chances to defeat the 
second-place finisher one 
more time in head-to-head 
race-offs to punch his ticket 
to London. If the second- 
place finisher wins both 
race-offs, he goes to London 
instead. 

De Jonge, who was born 
in Calgary but moved to 
Halifax in his early teens 
roughly 15 years ago, hasn’t 
had a competitive race since 


last year but said his times 
have been looking good in 
the lead-up to this week¬ 
end’s trials. 

“I had to take some time 
off, and that was hard to do 
in the middle of the season 
when things were ramping 
up for the World Cups, but 
it seems like I’m right back 
where I was,” said de Jonge, 
who paddles out of Maskwa. 

“I think I’m a little fast¬ 
er than I was in Florida (in 
April), so I think things will 
be fine.” 

De Jonge said he expects 
a stiff challenge from the 
rest of the field, especially 
Rhys Hill and Richard Dober 

Jr- 

But he put his engineer¬ 
ing career on hold follow¬ 
ing unsuccessful bids for the 
2004 and 2008 Olympics and 
is ready to race this week¬ 
end’s trials like they’re his 
last. 

“It’s always been my 
dream and it’s really ex¬ 
citing feeling to know I’m 
a week away from hope¬ 
fully having it come true,” 
de Jonge said. “Making the 
Olympics is something every 
top athlete goes for, and this 
is my big shot.”
